Doubled in a Year. 


Precious Metal in Demand 
‘Over Far East. 


Every Asiatic Nation Increases 
Purchases.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—Tre- 
mendous increases in the exports of 
silver to the Far East were shown 
today ih detailed figures of the 
movement of precious metals in the 
country’s foreign trade for 1917. 
China took $12,106,600, twice as 
much asin the previous year; 
Hongkong bought $8,612,757 worth, 
as compared with $3,197,341 in 
1916, and purchases by British In- 
dia jumped from $2,384,467 to $24,- 
392,402. 

China and India virtually have 
been denuded of their silver coin- 
age by high prices for the metal 
and by war exigencies.--China has 
shipped great quantities of silver to 
British India for account of the 
government, to replace money sent 
to pay Indian troops fighting in 
Mesopotamia and Europe. China 
also has found it necessary to in- 
crease its silver coinage because of

the parent of law.” Such are the 
reassuring final sentences of this re- 
markable pamphlet. 

I have necessarily omitted nearly 
all detail, but to satisfy the healthy 
human appetite for the concrete, I 
may mention that the general 
scheme comprises somewhere or 
other in its vast confines such things 
as sex-equality, unification and re- 
organization of railways and canals, 
light railways, afforestation, small 
holdings, raising of school age to 
16, shorter hours of work for all 
young persons, repeal of conscription 
after the war, complete personat 
freedom, free trade, free speech, 
free press, coniplete adult suffrage 
with three months’ residential qual- 
ification, same civic rights for com- 
mon soldier as for officer, complete 
abolition of the House of Lords, no 
element of heredity or privilege in 
any new Second Chamber, Ministry 
ef Health, local public health serv- 
ice, doing away with the present 
| wasteful costly system of house-to- 
house industrial life assurance in fa- 
vor of national insurance, and lastly 
the nationalization of the manufac- 
ture and retailing of alcoholic drink. 
Now. while the labor manifesto 
which I have attempted to describe 
is a wonderfully complete affair. in- 
deed; I see no essential omission in 
it except a plan to cheapen and ex- 
pedite legal justice, which is at pres- 
ent in the hands of a highly anti- 
social trade union—it is not only a 
small document but a, document pre- 
pared for a — occasion, and 
it does not deal adequately. or it 
does not deal at all, with some ex- 
ceedingly important aspects of the 
questions which it 

EDUCATIONAL REFORM. 

For example, take the supreme 
question of education. To multiply 
schools and the apparatus and op- 
portunities of teaching will not be 
enough. The party of reform must 
insist on a thorough reform of edu- 
} cation. ‘The elementary mechanical 
subjects, like reading, writing and 
arithmetic, are fairly well 
But the great scientific principles— 
such as the principle of evolution— 
are simply not taught, so that the 
pupil usually leaves school without 
a glimmering of any general idea 
which he can use to help himself to 
explain and judge the various phe- 
nomena of life. 

Nor are those inseparable sub- 
jects, history and geography, basis 
of political wisdom in an electorate, 
well taught. Geography is taught 
better than history, but the whole 
teaching of history in all schools is 
grotesque, rotten and vicious. There 
exists no school manual of history, 
and scarcely any history of any 


| kind, in which historical values are 


not sentimentalized, falsified and 
turned upside down in the most as- 
tounding manner. Economic his- 
tory, which is nine-tenths of history, 
is nearly always ignored. Thus e- 
ery school history will point out the 
idyllic relations that existed between

tory will point out that Lord Mel- 
bourne’s income was derived from 
mines in which boys of 6 worked in 
absolute darkness fourteen hours & 
day. 

Without some grasp of economic 
history an electorate is bound to 
make a fool of itself in politics. 
Such progress as labor has already 
achieved is the direct. outcome of 
the education acts which began im 
1870. And its further efforts to- 
ward advancement will. depend for 
their success on its further inter- 
est in its own education. To en- 
dow research and the arts, to pro- 
vide buildings and teachers and 
spare hours for the education of the 
masses, will avail little unless an 
impreved system of education, free 
of the bias and privilege of wealth, 
is devised and perfected. To ar- 
range for the study of this problem 
should be one of the first_duties, if 
not the first duty, of the leaders of 
the new Labor party. 

INDIVIDUAL EFFORT. 

Again, there is another aspect to 
the provision of a untversal mini- 
mum wage, of constant employment, 
and of insurance against unemploy- 
ment. These things are, right; they 
must come. But the évils which 
may accompany them ought at the 
Same time to be faced and mastered. 
It has always been the fear of the 
uncompromising individuals’ that 
such popular blessings will bring in 
their train weakening of the incen- 
tive to work, and of the desire of 
the individual to rise by the ex- 
Ploitation of his full energy. There 
can be no doubt in the mind of any 
unprejudiced person that this fear 
is a‘real fear of a real risk. The 
duty of the leaders of -the Labor 
party is to explain to the world how 
they mean to obviate thfs risk, and, 
if they do not believe in the risk, to 
explain to the world why they do 
not belleve in it. 

The Labor manifesto agrees that 
productivity must be increased after 
the war, and it points to improved 
organization as the means of increas- 
ing preductivity. But individual ef- 
fort will, after all, have to play the 
principal part in the increase of 
productivity, and if pre-war con- 
ditions in workshops are to be whol- 


mands, if is notorious that individual 
effort will be deliberately kept down. 
These cgntradictions are capable of 
right, but they must be 
And here the education 
, creeps in again. For, from 
the pfirely economic point of view, 
the prime necessity will be to edu- 
cate the average working man to the 
level of understanding that it will 
pay him to exploit the whole of his 
energy, and that it will not pay him 
to waste his energy in the device of 
“ealling canny.”

ITALIAN LINER GETS ~ 
BEST OF SUBMARINES. 


DANTE ALIGHIERI NEGOTIATES 
DANGEROUS PASSAGE 
AND ESCAPES, 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

AN ATLANTIC PORT, Feb. 23.— 
Hiow the master of an Italian pas- 
senger liner, the Dante Alighieri. 
dodged a fleet of submarines lying 
in wait for him in the Mediter- 
ranean by venturing a midnight 
passage through an uncharted chan- 


nel between a small island and the 
Spanish coast was related by pas- 
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sengers of the ship on her arrival 
here today. 

The wisdom of the captain's move 
was demonstrated the following 
morning, they said, when lifeboats 
were sighted carrying passengers and 
crews of three torpedoed vessels out 
of a convoy of five which the Dante 
Alighieri had passed only two hours 
before the captain decided to risk 
wrecking his ship in the channel 
rather than take chances with the 
U-boats. 

The names of the three ships sent 
to the bottom were the Duca di Ge- 
nova, a passenger vessel, the Ville 


Italian. The presence of the sub- 
marines in their path was learned 
by the master of the Dante Ali- 
ghieri through wireless warning. 
The lifeboats were not picked up 
as they were within a few miles of 
the Spanish coast and the occupants 
signaled that they preferred to 
land, 

Passage through the unlighted 
and dangerous channel, only 300 
feet wide, was made after the mas- 
ter of the liner had notified all nis 
passengers of the danger. The steer- 
age passengers, comprising the ma- 
jority, were brought to the cabin

SALT LAKE CITY (Utah) Feb. 
23.—A high explosive bomb, de- 
lieved to have been intended for 
use in aiding a wholesale delivery 
of German war prisoners at Fort 
Douglas, was found late today at 
the prison camp. 

The bomb was found by one of 
the guards and turned over tq Col. 
George L. Byram, commandant of 
the prison. It was discovered in the 
section of the camp in which Ger- 
man civilian war prisoners are in- 
terned and where seventeen efforts 
to escape by prisoners through 
digging tunnels have deen frus- 
trated in the last few months. 

The bomb was made of a tin can 
with a fuse entering it at one end. 
The can was opened sufficiently for 
those in Col. Byram’s office to dis- 
cover that the contents were of a 
high explosive nature. Herman 
Harms, State chemist of Utah, an- 
alyzed the contents of the bomb. 
Wrapped around the can were sev- 
eral layers of cloth which had been 
soaked in tard.

WAR FLYERS CLOUD TEXAS.

The British flyers at Fort 
Worth have lost far more than any 
of the American camps. The high 
fatality record among the British, it 
is said, is the direct result of the 
more strenuous system of practice 
and drill which they use. Thirty- 
three deaths have occurred at the 
two camps at Fort Worth, while 
Houston, néxt in the list, has had 
seven. 

“They kill more at Fort Worth 
because they fly more,” is the way a 
young aviation officer explained the 
great difference in the mortality 
lista The British theory is that the 
men should receive early instructions 
in all the difficult work they have 
to do in actual service, while the 
American trainers spend a larger 

f their time in drilling the 
fundamentals of flying The young 
Canadians go into the air early for 
flights that are forbidden in the 
camps der United States control. 
They are taught the. spi the 
dives and the loops that are 4 part 
of actual war flying. and so it is 
that if their mortality list seems out 
of proportion to those in the other 
camps the British officers are not 
displeased with the accomplishments 
of the men under them. 

OTHER FATALITIES. 

The San Antonio station has had 
Dallas and Waco 
one Sach, and Wichita Falls two.

“I know the spirit of our farmers 
and have not the least doubt as to 
the loyalty with which they will ac- 
cept the present dicision. The fall 
wheat planting, which furnishes 
two-thirds of our wheat production, 
took place with no other assurance 
than this and the farmers’ confidence 
was demonstrated by the fact that 
they planted an acreage larger than 
the record of any preceding year, 
larger by 2,000,000 acres than the 
second largest record year, and 
7,000,000 acres more than the aver- 
age for the five years before the out- 
break of the European war. 
“It seems not to be generally un- 
derstood why wheat is picked out 
for price determination, and only 
wheat, among tho cereals. ‘The 
answer is, that while normal dis- 
tribution of all our farm products 
has been subject to great disturb- 
ances during the last three years 
because of war conditions, only two 
great commodities, namely wheat 
and sugar, have been so seriosuly af- 
fected as to require governmental 
intervention. 
“The disturbances which affect 
the products (and others in less de- 
gree) arise from the fact that all 
of the overseas shipping in the 
world is now under government con- 
trol, and that the government is 
obliged to assign tonnage to each 
commodity that enters into commer- 
cial overseas traffic. It has conse- 
quently been necessary to establish 
single agencies for the purchase of 
food supplies which must go abroad. 
The purchase of wheat in the United 
States for foreign use is of so great 
volume in comparison with the 
available domestic supply that the 
price of wheat has been materially 
disturbed and it became necessary, 
in order to protect both the pro- 
ducer and the consumer, to prevent 
speculation. It was necessary, there- 
fore, for the government to exercise 
a measure of direct supervision, as 
far as possible, to control purchases 
of wheat and the processes of its 
exportation. This supervision neces- 
sarily amounted to price fixing and 
I, therefore, thought it fair and wise 
that there should be a price stated 
that should be at once liberal and 


equitable. 

Those peculiar circumstances 
governing the handling and con- 
sumption of wheat put the farmer at 
the very center of war service. Next 
to the soldier, himself, Le is serv- 
ing the country and the world and 
serving it in a way which is abso- 
lutely fundamental to his own fu- 
ture safety and prosperity. He sees 
this and can be relied upon as the 
soldier can. 

The farmer is also contributing 
men to the army and I am keenly 
alive to the sacrifices involved. Out 
of 13,800,000 men engaged in farm 
industries, 205,000 have been draft- 
Ted, or about 1.48 per cent. of the 
whole number. In addition to these, 
there have been volunteers, and the 
farmers have lost a considerable 
number of laborers because the 
y wages paid in industrial pursuits 
drew them away. In order to re- 
lieve the farming industry as far as 
possible from further drains of la- 
bor, the new draft regulations have 
been drawn with a view to taking 
from the farms an even smaller 
proportion of men, and it is my hope 
that the local exemption boards wil! 
make the new classifications with 
a view to lightening the load upon 
the farmers to the utmost extent 
The Secretary of War has asked for 
authority to furlough soldiers of the 
| National Army if conditions permit 
it, so that they may return to their 
farms when assistance is necessary 
in the planting and harvesting of 
the crops.

BREST PEACE TERMS.

PETROGRAD, Wednesday, Feb. 
20.—The peace,terms submitted at 
the Brest-Litovsk conference by the 
„Central Powers were as follows: 
Russia should surrender 160,000 
square miles of territory having a 
population of 18,000,000 and pay an 
indemnity subsequently modified to 
3,000,000,000 rubles, 

The Central Powers were pre- 
pared to return to Russia 7000 
square miles in the Grodno govern- 
ment, province of Lithuania. 

Russia should agree not to spread 

revolutionary propaganda in the 
Central Empires. 
The commercial treaty which was 
abrogated at the beginning of the 
war should be reconstituted and ex- 
tended thirty years...” 

Reports reaching Petrograd are to 
the effect that the newest German 
demands include the policing of all 
the principal cities of Russia. 


A dispatch from Petrograd under 
the date of February 15 quoted 
Leon Trotzky, the Bolshevik For- 
eign Minister, as declaring in his re- 
port upon the ending of the Brest- 
Litovsk negotiations that the Ger- 
man terms included the retention 
of Poland, Lithuania, Rig@e and 
Moon Island, with an tndemnity of 
4,000.000,000, presumably in gold. 
It will be seen from, the foregoing 
dispatch that the Teutonic demands 
both in territory and indemnity, 
were much less than those reported 
by M. Trotzky.

CANADIAN PROBLEM.

Advancing into Russia in 
Three Groups. 
Use Volunteer Detachments of 


a Hundred Men. 


Austria-Hungary not Taking 
Part in Action. 


(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A F.] 

PETROGRAD, Feb. 23.—The Ger- 
mans in their invasion of Russia are 
advancing in three groups, accord- 
ing to a report from the commander-. 
in-chief of the Russian army on the 
northern front, who says: 

“The Germans are advancing with 
great caution. They are marching 
in three groups. First. in the Walk 
region; second in the Rieshitsa re- 
gion, and the third, between these 
two sections. In the Mohilev sector 
all is quiet.” 

The Russian commander on the 
northern front reports the enemy ad- 
vancing in detachments of from 100 
to 200 men, taken from different 
reciments, showing that they are vol- 
unteers and not regular units. 

AUSTRIA NOT TAKING PART. 

[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND r. 

AMSTERDAM, Feb. 23.—The Aus- 
trian Premier, Dr. Von Seydler, 4 
dressing the lower house at Vienna 
Friday, declared again: 

“Austria-Hungary is not partici- 
pating in the military action which 
Germany is at present taking against 
Russia. There has been no advance 
of Austre-Hungarian troops into 
Ukraine, with which we are at peace. 

“With regard to Rumania, an arm- 
istice exists between Austria-Hun- 
gary and that country. Peace ne- 
eotiations will begin within the next 
few days.” 

The Premier’s statement was re- 
ceived with applause from all parts 
of the house. 

The Konnische Zeitung of Berlin 
reports that most of the large towns 
and railway centers in Ukraine now 
are in the hands of the Bolshevik!i. 


The Associated Press review says: 
With the Germans continuing 
their march into Russia, so far vir- 
tually unopposed, the eventuality of 
their pushing on to Petrograd be- 
fore consenting to reopen peace ne- 
gotiations with the Bolshevik! is 
evidentiy being given earnest con- 
sideration in the Russian capifal. 
Guerrilla warfare has been indi- 
cated as the probable method of the 
Russian defense as the Germans 
press across the country, but the 
indications are that a stiffer defense 
of the capital e contemplated. 
Meanwhile, the Entente embassies 
in Petrograd are reported in sym- 
pathetic mood with Russia’s present 
plight and ready by such means as 
are in their power to give assistance 
to her people in fighting off the en- 
emy.. The embassies also are shown 
by the official advices to Washing- 
‘ton to have decided to accompany 
the Bolshevik government from Pet-

Already the headquarters of the 
Russian western army has been re- 
moved to Smolensk, more than fifty 
miles further into the interior than 
Mohilev, the former headquarters 
town. The Germans are approach- 
ing the line of the Beresina, about 


sixty miles east of Minsk, in this 
sector. To the north they have 
reached Walk, in Livonia, ninety 


miles northeast of Riga, and are con- 
tinuing to move eastward in Es- 
thonia. In Volhynia they have oc- 
cupted Dubno, the remaining strong- 
hold of the Volhyntan fortress tri- 
angle in thelr advance toward Kiev, 
which, however, is still more than 
175 miles distant. * 

In Turkish Armenia the Turks 
have begun an offensive, which 18 
declared to have started before the 
expiration of the armistice. They 
are reported driving the Russians 
eastward along the Biack Sea coast. 
occupying Platana, fifteen miles west 
of Trebizond, apparently cutting offa 
Russian force which had assembled 
for the evacuation already in prog- 
ress, 

Military operations elsewhere 
have been of minor importance.

IS WASHINGTON BELIEF. 


Germany in Some Respects Stronger than 
| When H ost ilit ies Began. 


HICAGO, Feb. 23.—According to 
Gov. Charles H. Brough of Ar- 
kansas, the judgment of official 

Washington is that there will be 
three more years of war. 

Fresh from a visit to the national 
capital, Gov. Brough made this 
statement here today in a speech at 
the Congress of National Service of 
the National Security League. 

“There is a new South that is 
united and that is loyally backing up 
the flag in this war,” he said. 

“Do yeu realize there is a Bol- 
sheviki in this country just as there 
is in Russia? Here it is known as 
the LW.W. They are dwelling in 
the twilight of American patridtism. 
There can be no twilight sone—you 
must be for the President or you are 
against the flag. 

“T was in Washington recently and 
it is the opinion of men there that 
this war will last three years longer. 
Germany in some respects is strong- 
er than she was three years ago. 

“Germany has 153,000,000 sguare 
miles of territory and six times the 
food acreage that she formerly had. 
She will also come into the pos-

The Esthonians, coddied by the 
Kaiser who talks of “safeguarding 
the tortured population and of 
“ending the lawlessness” in their 
country have induced at least a part 
of the people to believe that he is 
sincere and will actually give them 
some relief from chaos of the past 
twelve months. The German War 
Office announced today that a regi- 
ment of Esthonian tgoops joined the 
German forces today. 

In Finland there is similar dis- 
union. The White Guard under 
Gen. Mannerheim slowly but sure- 
ly cleansed the country of the Bol- 
shevik troops, and although rein- 
forcemenmts were sent from Petro- 
grad a week ago, they were of no 
avail. Today all the Bolshevik 
troops in Finland were recalled. 

IN UKRAINE. 

Ukraine is eimtlarly disturbed. The 
newly-elected President, Andrey 
Zuk, declared recently that although 
Ukraine was not opposed to union 
with the other Russians into a great 
federated republic, he doubted 
“whether union were immediately 
possible because of the friction be- 
tween the dominant Socialists in 
Ukraine and the ruling Bolsheviki in 
North Rusela. But that Russia would 
unite to preserve its integrity, and 
would overlook local interests in 
sacrifice for a great cause, he did 
not doubt for an instant. 

“In the revolution which is now 
taking place in Russia,”’ said Presi- 
dent Zuk, “the social question is pre- 
dominant. The Bolshevik govern- 
ment has been a dictatorship of the 
proletariat, but in Ukralime, the gov- 
ernment has subordinated social 
questions temporarily. It is true that 
we have irreconcilable differences 
ef opinion with the Bolsheviki of 
the north, but we do not oppose the 
Great Russia social revolution.” It 


was to draw together all these loose Ge 


ends that the Lenine-Knrylenko proe- 
lamation went out. Wiether it will 
succeed only the development of the 
next few days will tell. 

INTERNAL WAR. 


From reports received here from 
Russia, it would seem that the great- 
est obstacle to external war is the 
everywhere-prevalent internal war. 
There has been so much rioting, pil- 
laging, rapine, robbery incendiarism 
and murder, that the country is al- 
most wild with fear. Shooting in the 
streets in every city in Russia is al- 
most as common as sunshine. Wild 
disorder prevaile, the Bolsheviki 
having thus far made only futile at- 
tempts—perhaps insincere attempts 
—to stamp it out. But the sinking 
of Trotzky and his peace-at-any- 
Price policy into insignificance and 
obscurity, has put a new face on af- 
fairs internal and external. It was 
his plan to settle internal difficul- 
ties first. Lenine, now at the helm, 
will settle outside differences first. 

Bandits have made life in Petro- 
grad and Moscow most precarious. 
Much premiscuous shooting in the 
streets has resulted in the death of 
many innocent civilians. Refugees 
reaching here from Russia describe 
harrowing scenes of riot and severe 
street fighting, of being unabje to 
even leave their residences for sev- 
eral days at a time, owfng to the 
danger of being shot down by day 
or robbed and stabbed by night. 

REFUGEES STORY. 

One American reaching here, an 
employee in one of the largest bank- 
ing institutes in Moscow, who was 
forced to leave there on account of 
the imminent danger to life and 


limb, has given a vivid picture of 
the last few weeks of his existence 
there. 

He refers to his Moscow life as 
“existence” for the reason for the 
last ten days, he was unable to leave 
his house, and during this time, he 
had only those thing to eat which 
had been shipped to him from his 
friends in the United States. Bullets 
broke the windows and riddled the 
walls of the building, and the only 
safe place to be was lying flat on 
the floor of the room during the in- 
termittent firing. r 

This same sort of disorder has pre- 
valled in Russia for months. In- 
stead of shooting Germans in the 
trenches, a large part of the soldiery 
has been engaged in chasing bandits 
in the cities, alarming the populace 
and prejudicing the against any 
further participation in the war. It 
has been a war brought home from 
its unpleasant surroundings in the 
trenches to streets which are or- 

y peaceful. 
FOOD PROBLEME. 

Food is one of the great problems. 
The lack of it has been one of the 
chief causes of the widespread loot- 
ing. Railroad trains bearing grain 
have been watched and attacked by 
the hungry robbers, and the com- 
munity for which the food was de- 
stined forced to go without. The ef- 
Heacy of these marauders in getting 
the substance of life, has brought 
many followers who are willing to 
do anything for something to eat. 


rmyiThe most recent regulation of the 


Bolshevik government on the food 
question, put the bread ration at 
only one pound in every eight days. 
Food shipments which were former- 
ly obtained from the Scandinavian 
countries have been practically cut 
off, owing to the increasing scarcity 
of foodstuffs in those countries, and 
the fact that both the Norwegian 
and Swedish governments have in- 
stituted rigid food restrictions re- 
cently and have commandeered most 
of the available supplies. This ac- 
tion makes it almost impossible for 


Russia to aid from this 
source.

The reason for the war is a plain 
and simple one. Germany's mill- 
tary aggressions threatened the 
happiness of the world. Having, in 
effect, announced her intention to 
lick the world, we had the alterna- 
tive of fighting or of facing a future 
in which the whole world became 4 
military camp—a world devoted to 
war as the one great industry and to 
killing as the one superna! activity. 

We had to decide whether to 
dedicate the rest of our lives and the 
rest of our children's children’s 
lives to war making with attendant 
bankrupey and frightful taxation; 
or to stop Germany before she got a 
good start. We decided to stop Ger- 
many, 

Whatever happens in the German 

trigue with the new nations of 

ussia, it is clear that we have not 
yet finished what we started out to 


do. 

We will not have stopped Ger- 
many until we take from her the 
submarine bases on the northwest 
coast of Europe. . 

Her intrigde in Russia can de 
stopped best by skilled diplomacy; 
but her claws must be drawn in th 
west just the same. 

The littl new nations can be 
made a menace to Germany with- 
out becoming a worse menace to 
Western Europe as Ruasia of the 
Romanoffs threatenéd to be in the 
event pf a complete Allied victory. 

Meanwhile what of the German 
offensive on the west front? 

Although it would seem clear that 
rman activity has largely been 
transferred to the east, it is still im- 
portant for Germany to hold the 
line on the west front. An offen- 
sive might well be the most effec- 
tive Germen defense as a means of 
heading off an Allied offensive.

themselves—is an account of the 
cold-blooded crucifixion, on the 
wooden walls of captured trenches, of 
helpless prisoners by German troops. 

Proof that the charge is true has 
just arrived in Los Angeles in the 
person of Capt. Thomas D. Harris of 
the Eighth Canadian Division, known 
as “The Little Black Devils,” come 
to join the British Recruiting mis- 
sion in Los Angeles. 

He is the man who, with the aid 
of a comrade, took down the muti- 
lated body of a Canadian soldier 
which had been crucified n the side 
of a trench by German soldiers. The 
incident occurred in the second bat- 
tle of Ypres on April 15, 1915. The 
Germans had’ naided the British 
but were later driven out, 
among the appalling sights 

Rreeted the Britishers upon 
recapturing their trench was this 
ghastly figure of their comrade 
horribly mutilated, nailed to the 
wall of the trench by the outspread 
hands and feet. And to add to 
the poignancy of the dreadful sight 
the man was still alive and lived 
eleven minutes after he was taken 
down in the most tortuous agony. 

“at have been asked,” said the 
Sptain yesterday, “why I am 80 
bitter against the Germans. That 
is why. I sew this thing with my 
own eyes, took down the man’s 
body with my own hands, and the 
memory of it lived with me for six 
months, sleeping or waking. It was

in that battle too, that they bayonet- 
ed our wounded. Such a thing as 
bayoneting the wounded had been 
before. There can't

orders and took no prisoners. We 
did not feel that we were dealing 
with human enemy, We could not 
consider them as normal human be- 
ings.”’ 

Capt. Harris is about thirty years 
of age and has been in the war 
from the beginning. He enlisted 
as a private on that historic night 
when the news that Britain had 
declared war was cabled to Canada. 
His mother and father were celebrat- 
ing their thirtieth wedding anniver- 
Sary and the.party broke up by 
he and his two brothers marching 
forth to the recruiting station. 
Twelve thousand men were raised in 
Winnipeg that night. Capt. Harris 
Was among the first to leave. He 
was of the contingent which re— 
ceived the first onslaught of poisoned 
gas in the battle of Ypres, April 
1915, and was made a Heutenant up- 
on his recovery in August of that 
vear. He attained his captaincy in 
February, 1916. After nine months 
in the field he was invalided home, 
but returned to the trenches im- 
mediately upon his recovery. 
then sent him to Toronto where he 
served as instruction officer, from 
whence he was sent here to aid 
Capt. Walter Shaw in British re- 
cruiting. His uncle is minister of 
the militia in Ottawa. His two 
brothers are still in the service. 

It was, he said, just three years 
last Thursday since the Canadians

first occupied a front line trench 
preparatory to the horrors of Ypres. 

Capt. Harris is a pecularly silent 
man, as are all the men who have 
seen long service. As he says him- 
self, you can tell a man who has 
been through the mill by his silence, 
@ man who has seen a few weeks 
can do all the talking necessary. 
One of the first things the captain 
Was called upon to do when he ar- 
rived in Los Angeles was to make 
an address. He said he would 
rather face a machine gun any day.

has fired the imagination of men. Work is the very basis of freedom and 


independence. And a world that is engaged in a bloody war to preserve 
freedom and independence for humanity has appreciated that these must be 
mere empty words unless humanity is first made free by the self-supporting 
ability to work. 

No man is free who is not self-supporting. No man is free who has not 
the very seeds of freedom within himeslf. 

The question today is What can you do? lt is no longer What do 
you possess? — unless the inquirer is the income tax assessor. And when 
you have stated what you can do, the next question is. How well do you 
do it?” And if you can do something and do it well, the world is yours. 


Work is the one genuine and imperishable asset in a world where nothing 
is sure and riches are fleeting. And it is an asset open to the acquisition of 
every normal man or woman. The ability to work is, D. V., given to all of 
us, and a paternal state sees to it that our education is free. this war 
has made the world safe for democracy and decency, the victory will only be 
to those who have worked for it, to those who have the ability and industry 
to maintain the freedom and independence which democracy is understood 
to encompass. Freedom is a useless thing to the incompetent. Freedom is a 
meaningless word to the dependent. Freedom is tangible, significant, 
precious only to the capable, the self-supporting.

solemn fact to be borne in mind today is that the disintegration 

and the reorganization of social standards have irrevocably set in.

uE BETTER AGE. 
The programme of constructive prog: 


ress for America, outlined in today’s Times 
(Part III) by President Nichols Murray: But- 
ler of Columbia University, advances few 
ideas which in themselves are new; but in 
its marshaling of proposals and suggestions 
it forms a notable contribution to the 
thought of the hour. 5 

For the immediate present the great aim 
of the nation is to win the war for democ- 
racy. To that end all else is and must be 
subordinated. We must achieve the pur- 
pose for which we entered the struggle, 
though nations perish. In the winning of 
it many things may be done that will have 
to be undone. But the tremendous upheav- 
al will clear the decks for truly progressive 
movements which otherwise might have 
taken generations to reach. 

Perhaps the most important suggestion 
upon which President Butler dwells is that 
concerning nati@nal training for national 
service. His proposal that the big army 
cantonments now being used to turn out 
soldiers be, at the conclusion of the war, 
continued as training camps for peace is at 
once a happy and a practical scheme as an 
aid in this direction. Up to the present 
time there has been a tremendous wastage 
of youth in the United States. 
boys and girls leave school at the age when 
they are unskilled and unfitted for respon- 

ibility. Of the millions engaged in manu- 
uring and mechanic pursuits probably 

not 1 per cent. have had any chance to se- 

cure adequate industrial training. 

The proposal which President Butler 
urges is the most ambitious plan for edu- 
cational advance likely to be carried out 
anywhere in the world in the immediate 
future. Already we have taken a first step 
in this direction through the passage by 
Congress of the Smith-Hughes act; under 
the provisions of which a class in industrial 
training has just been opened in Los An- 
geles, the expenses of which are defrayed 
by the Federal government. But this step 
needs be followed by others. The kind of 
education that will best fit for an age of 
service involves mutual co-operation be- 
tween man and man. And the American 
people will be ripe for this idea when the 
war is over, for it will have taught them, 


Ss nothing else coulf, the necessity of co- 


operation to achieve any great object. We 
shall see more clearly than we do now that 
we develop all things — military training, 
education, law, medicine, business—not for 
their own sakes, but for service. 

All this will not be a copying of any sys- 
tem that has been developed under “Prus- 
sianism.” It is true that state-supported 
education has been conducted in Germany 
on a larger scale than elsewhere in the 
world, but it has been ag a part of that 
organization for a wrong purpose that has 
been an end of all German “efficiency”—an 
organization for the destruction of other 
peoples. The new American education, on 
the other hand, will be for .human service 
and individual betterment. Under it, eiti- 
zenship will improve, character will become 
finer, and life happier and nobler. 

Particularly timely, too, is Mr. Butler's 
suggestion of a change in our practice with 
respect to the appearance of Cabinet of- 
ficers before Congress sin- 
gle step would do so 
to restore public interest in Congres- 
sional debates, to promote administra- 
tive efficiency and to bring about a proper 
intimacy between the legislative represent- 
atives of the people and the people’s Chief 
Executive agents. Probably, too, the es- 
tablishment of such a custom would result, 
as Mr. Butler says, in “the selection, as 
heads of the great executive departments, 
of men of large ability and personal force; 
men able to explain and defend their meas- 
ures before Congress in the fage of the 
entire country.” 

How desirable such a result would be 
may be seen in some of the selections to 
Cabinet offices under the present adminis- 


tration. No patriotic American denies that |

President Wilson's moral leadership 
of the nation in the war has been 
beyond all praise. But in practical 
administration he has given evi- 
dence of a lack of knowledge of the 
qualifications of men. Yet America 
is rich in big men. We are accus- 
tomed to big things. Clearly the 
business side of the vast undertak- 
ing of government should be en- 
trusted jo men of the same mettle 
as those who have displayed the 
nation’s genius for organization in 
the great enterprises of our indus- 
trial life. ; 
President Butler’s plea for a sin- 
gle language in America falls on 
receptive ears in this section, where, 
in Los Angeleg, we have driven Ger- 
man from the schools and the ene- 
my press from our municipal offices. : 
Certainly no country can have a 
homogeneous or a safe basis for its 
public opinion tniess 
upon the fundation of a single lan- 
guage. We have no further than 
Canada to go for an illustration. By 
a mistaken; policy of the British, 
French was permitted to contjnue 
not only as a language of the 
schools and of the press, but as a 


language of legislatures 


recognized 
and the law courts. The result has 
been seen in the aloofness of the 
Province of Quebec, unassimilated 
after a century and a half, an aloof- 
ness which finds its expression to- 
day in an unwillingness to fight for 
the national cause, which is also the 
cause of its mother counffy, France.

I shall not go over the whole his- 
tory of Plato’s life to maké my mean- 
ing clear; but I shall content myself 
with singling out one phase of Pla- 
to’s career. 


I intend to speak of Plato as a 


politician, a statesman, a governor, 
a ruler. You will recall because you 


| have heard it elsewhere, or seen it 


public.” This is a work in which he 
laid down what he believed (knew) 
to be the principles of proper and 
decent government of any and all 
states and, to his mind, the repub- 
lican form of government was the 
right and proper one. He tells all 
about government in that unique 
book and he makes it clear to gov- 
ernors and rulers and statesmen and 
politicians for all time how they 
should comport themselves and what 
they should do in office and out of 
office and how and when they should 
resort to price-fixing and social in- 
surance and other absurdities. 

The “Republic” of Plato is the 


| classic of its line. Everybody con- 


siders it a very wonderful and im- 
portant book. You hear little criti- 


cism of this book. It even created» 


“a big wind in Ireland” in Plato's 
day. It not only attained great fame 
in Athens and Attica and Corinth 
and Macedonia, but the people GF 
Syracuse heard of this astounding 
treatise on government. They chat- 
ted and chattereg about it so much 


took notice of the matter. As Dion 
was having some with the 
people of Syracuse who were misbe- 
having dreadfully he commissioned 
his Committee on National Defense 
to write a letter to Plato to come to 
Syracuse to rule the state. The 
committee reluctantly complied, be- 
cause they were afraid lest Plato 
prove so good a ruler that he would 
dispense with their services entire- 
ly. So they wrote him a letter 
couched in terms like these: 

“Dear Plato: We understand, ne- 
Dia (which is the Greek for “By 


Jove”) that thou hast written a mon- 


umental-work on government called 
The Republic. We are commis- 
sioned by our lord and ter, the 
Tyrant Dion, to inform thee if thou 
art so well informed as thou imagin- 


est thyself to be, thou art invited | 


and commanded to come hither to 
rule the state of Syracuse and prove 
to the world and to posterity that 
thou knowest the things thou pro- 
fesseth to know and understand.” 

Plato accepted the challenge and 
by the grace of Dion became the 
lawful tyrant of Syracuse. 

The first thing Pilato did was to 
issue a preciamation in which he 
said: “Henceforth government 
founded on violence ll be recog- 
nized. by the government of Syra- 
cuse.” The announcement was wire- 
lessed to all other governments. 
[Oh, yes; Plato had the wireless 
system in those days; he had the 
best of everything; the wireless is 
best; therefore he had the wireless. 
It is not true that Marconi invented 
the wireless.) 

The other governments replied in 

“All right and good, Sir Plato; we 
return the compliment; we do not 
recognize the government of the Ty- 


rant Plato because it is founded‘on . 


the violence of the Tyrant Dion.” 

Foreign complications tmmediate- 
ly arose and these begat domestic 
complications and turmoil. Things 
went from bad to worse in Syracuse 
and it soon became obvious even to 
Plato that he was a monumental fail- 
ure as a statesman and a ruler. But 
he did not have sense enough to re- 
call himself, or to resigh, like the 
President of China, but he watted 
for Dion to return and boot him out 
of office, which feat lost to 
time in performing. 

Plato returned to Athens and in 
one of the suburbs he founded what 
he called the “Akademia.” an acad- 


emy of which he was the president | 


and the chief of political 
science and philosophy. His fame 
as a failure in Syracuse lured a few 
pale-faced men and women to his 
college, but they did not stay long 
and the “Akademia” .busted, went 
into bankruptcy. 

Plato was not only incompetent to 
manage other persons’ affaira and 
the business of states, but he was 
entirely and eminently incompetent 
to mafiage the business and the af- 
fairs of his own Akademia.“ 

It is therefore obvious that Plato 
was a magnificent failure. I hold 
him to be the greatest failure of hu- 
man history. For he failed not only 
in Syracuse and in his “Akademia,” 
but he was a failure as a reporter of 
the Dialogues of Socrates; he was 
forever interpolating his own dam- 
phool notions and ideas. The So-

“In the Zionist colonies in Pales- 
tine I have seen the Turkish and 
German officers turn old men and 
women from their homes, first strip- 
ping them naked so that they would 
soon die under the tropical sun.

AR INSURANCE 
¥ TIME EXTENDED. 


Two Months Longer Allowed; 
Relatives Urged to 
Act 

A letter has been received 
by the Los Angeles Chapter of 
the American Red Cross, from 
Charles J. O'Connor. Pacific 
Coast director of Red Cross 
civilian relief, calling atten- 
tion to an extension of two 
months, by Congress, of the 
time in which men in the serv- 
ice, may take out government 
insurance policies. 

The extension applies to all 
soldiers and sailors, whose time 
for application, would expirg 
before April 12. The exten- 
sion is up to and including 
April 12. Men who had not 
applied for insurance by Feb- 
ruary 12, are no longer pro- 

tected by the automatic in- 
surance which expired on that

“Finally, I received money from 
America and returned home. Last 
year I was sent to England, where 
I witnessed still more atrocities com- 
mitted by the savage Huns. I well 
remember the air raid on Sheffield, 
when numberless bombs were 
dfopped on the homes of the poor. 
As a result of that terrible raid 192 
women and children were buried the 
following day. One bomb passed 
through the roof of a church, ‘de- 
molishing the entire structure, ex- 
cepting the back wall, upon which 
was printed in golden letters, „ 
one another.“ 

“In the Enfield raid I am glad to 
say that two big Zeppelins were 
brought down, one of them burning 
to a cinder with the forty-four men 
aboard, the other coming down in- 
tact and all her crew being cap- 
tured.”

LOCAL FOODS. 


Aim of the Drive is to Aid the Nation 
by Restriction of Useless 
Transportation. 


‘66 OOVER Over All” is a sub- 
stitute slogan tendered by 
ardent adherents of the 

Food Administration who feel that 

in substitution Mes salvation. This 

is only one offering in their cam- 

Paign against waste which, they 

contend, is still upholding, right 

here on our own ground, the “Ueber 

Alles“ cry of Deutschland. 

Perhaps the most Vital point in 
this matter of substitution, espe- 
clally on the western coast, is the 
food commandment which says: 
"Use local products.” To this end 
the city of Los Angeles is being or- 
Sanized most thoroughly and em- 
ciently and a drive is being launched 
this week which will complete the 
chain of co-operation from producer 
to consumer in this locality by the 
addition of the last and final word 
in the whole food situation, the in- 
fluence of the patriotic housewife. 

On Thursday even „ at the Ma- 
son Operahouse, the Angeles 
Federal Food Conservation Commit- 
tee, of which Mra. J. T. Anderson 
is chairman, working with the Food 
Committee of the City Council of 
Defense, will hold a meeting of its 
3000 precinct chairmen, at which 
meeting initial steps will be taken 
in a drive for the substitution of lo- 
cal products for those shipped in 
from other States. Thus a double 
patriotic purpose will accom- 
plished in materially relieving the 
transportation difficulties and in re- 
leasing a vast amount of the foods 
the government is earnestly asking 
to be allowed to send to the front. 

In response to letters sent out by 
the Federal Food Conservation Com- 
mittee, meetings of local manufac- 
turers who have joined together in 
this cause under the name of the 
Southern California Industries Asso- 
Clation have been held at intervals 
for the past several weeks in order 
to map out the work for this cam- 
paign. In conjunction with this step 
have been the meetings of the more 
than 1200 local grocers, who have 
gathered in groups under the 
auspices of the Food Conservation 
Committee to further the prepara- 
tions for these plana, with which 
the newly appointed local Food Ad- 
ministrator, Louis Cole, is also 


COOKING DEMONSTRATIONS. 


Another link in these preliminary 
preparations has been the oe 
demonstrations given Tuesdays an 
Thursday in the conservation kitch- 
enette at City Council of Defense 
headquarters at No. 212 Second 
street by government-appointed 
demonstrators who have pure- 
ly local products.

For here, in the midst of one of 
the four big sugar-producing. cen- 
ters of the world, with women in 
the East and Middle West; as Fed- 
eral Sugar Inspector Slater assured 
Angelenos when he was here last 
fall, clamoring for beet sugar and 
yet more beet sugar for fruit pre- 
serving and other household — pur- 
poses, and despite the fact that Call 
fornia’s production. of beet sugar 
was approximately 522,000,000 
pounds in excess of the normal con-

And not only can this entirely un- 
necessary importation of sugar be 
stopped, but Angelenos are gener- 
ously supplied with locally produced 
substitutes. Honey, the best in the 
world, is readily available. Local 
confectionery firms and ice cream 
manufacturers are doing their bit 
by substitution of honey to a large 
extent, though the consumer afd is 
necessary, especially since honey- 
made ice cream costs 5 cents a gal- 
lon more, a patriotic tax surely not 
exorbitant. Few housewives know, 
too, that locally manufactured corn 
SyTups and cane syrups, made from 
California-raised products, can be 
bought on the local market. f 

BARLEY FOR WHEAT. 


The one big substitute California 
has to offer for wheat, and the im- 
portance of which cannot be over- 
emphasized, is barley. Barley is 
readily raised under conditions here 
where wheat does not prove satis- 
factory, and as a wheat substitute 
it is excellent, both because of its 
ready adaptability and of ite nutri 
tive value. which compares well 
with that of wheat. High-grade 
barley contains 15 per cent. protein, 
while wheat averages 13 per cent. 
and the carbohydrates, fats and 
mineral contents are practically the 
same. 

Another reason for using barle

Fats for butter substitutes are 
generously provided in California. 
Cottonseed oil, peanut oi] and olive 
oll and their locally manufac tured 
products are here in plenty. While 
all fats and oils are on the list of 
foods especially to be conserved, 
even their restricted use should in 

cases possible be that of the 
locally-produced varieties. 

The matter of congested transpor- 
tation has been the means of deny- 
ing to California her rightful share 
of contribution to the nation’s need 
for beef. With the proper co-opera- 
tion in the use of local foods it 
seems very probable that sufficient 
cars might be releaged to ship out 
‘the many cattle now not only in ex- 
cess of what we should be using at 
this time of crisis, but at present 
consuming quantities of n oth- 
erwise needed. 

Not only are these greatly needed 

being used in bringing superfiu- 
ous foodstuffs, but in the transporta- 
tion of a larg® number of other util- 
ities’ from household necessities, 
such as bluing, to beds, which are 
now being manufactured here in Los 
Angeles and which can be provided 
here in far greater quantities as the 
demand increases with better knowl- 
dlige of home productions. 

During 1917 there wére manu- 
factured in Los Angetes products to 
the value of $103,000,000, including 
the manufacture of almost 100 dif- 
ferent kinds of articles. Even in 
normal times the encouragement of 
such industries, with the attending 
growth of pay rolls and general 
prosperity, would be a worth-while 
patriotic measure, and in such 
times as these the plan is one of

FOOD 


Many Valuable Varieties are 
Neglected Here. 


Broadening of Consumption 
is Desirable. 


Complaints made to the State Fish 
end Game Commission from the 
Newport bay district with regard to 
the destruction by lime sewage, from 
the sugar factories in Santa Ana and 
Huntington Beach, of shell and smal 
figh both in the bay and open waters, 
have again served-to draw attention 


40 the importance of sea fish as a 


Source of valuable food - supply 
throughout Southern California. 

So far as the lime sewage from 
the sugar factories is concerned, this 
ig not likely to form any serious ob- 
Stacie to their operation, in its dis- 
posal; for it is of great value in the 
Pécilamation of alkali lands, where 
the lime it carries serves to neutral 
Size the alkali in the soil, rendering 
N capable of cultivation in the pro- 
Auction of sugar beets, and eventu- 
Gilly for the successful growth of 
Staple farm crops. 

That it requires a great deal of 
Such sewage to reclaim even a smal! 
G@creage is shown by the fact that 
the outfiow from one factory was 
for a number of weeks used to flood 
One twenty-acre tract on the San 

quin ranch, south of Santa Ana;

an almost exclusive demand for hali-

though, that the consumption of sea- 
food in Los Angeles shows an in- 
Crease of 400 per cent. during the 
last couple of years, although this 
great increase has been largely con- 
fined to the two above-mentioned 
varieties. 

A broa@ening of consumption is 
the prime necessity in the increased 
Wee of sea-food; for as with fruits 
and vegetables the supplies of dif- 
ferent kinds will vary on the market 
from day to day. The housewife 
Will not order fresh peaches, even 
fn Southern California, during Jan- 
Wary. but makes use of the most 

ntiful and economical of the day's 

pplies. If the average consumer 
will but do the same when ordering 
his fish, a great part of the fish prob- 
jem will be solved, and at the same 
time the daily menu will become 
more varied.

MANY KINDS OF FISH. 

In addition to halibut and barra- 
euda, a partial list of edible fish 
@erdinarily found upon the local 
Market tmcludes: Gardines, mack- 
rel, rock-cod, blue or black cod, 
Word fish, mullet, yellow tall, al- 
Dacore, smelt, ‘Frisco sand-dabs, 
sole, Spanish mackerel, bonita, king- 
fish and whale-meat, all of which 
ean be cooked to make palatable and 
nourishing dishes, and many of 
Which are to be numbered as the 
Cheapest on the market. 

Many of the markets of Los An- 
geles are ready to supply most of 
the above-named fish in the same 
shape as the larger halibut, cleaned, 
boned and cut into steaks, ready for 
cooking.

PRESIDENT 
PLAYS THE BIG GAME. 


BY HENRY CHRISTEEN WARNACK. 


AKING work of play and play 
M of work is at once the busi- 

ness and the delight of M. 
Meyerfeld, Jr., president of the Or- 
pheum Theater and Realty Com- 
pany, with headquarters at San 
Francisco and interests all over the 
world. 

Mr. Meyerfeld is now playing golf 
for a whole menth at the Hotel 
Huntington, and he makes hard 
work of his play. A man must do 
something serious in life, and Mr. 
Meyerfeld’s earnestness goes to 
golf. He feels that eleven months 
a year gre enough to give up to the 
lighter side of life, which is certainly 
what vaudeville is. For something 
like twenty-two years he has been, in 
a large measure, responsible for the 
laughter of more than half the 
world, which ought to be fun enough 
for any one man. 

Going in for vaudeville wag a 
commercial accident on the part of 
Mr. Meyerfeld, and vaudeville has 
never been an accident since. When 
he took hold of the Orpheum circuit 
it had two houses, and they were 
nothing to brag about as theaters, 
outside of the fact they were in the 
best and second best cities of the 
world—Los Angeles and San Fran- 
cisco. (This ranking of cities was 
made in Los Angeles and not in 
San Francisco.) Now the circuit 
boasts some thirty remarkably. fine 
houses from Chicago West, and in- 
Cluding Chicago, and it has an in- 
terchange with and large interests 
in the New York Keith Circuit, and 
also owns stock of goodly propor- 
tions in the vaudeville houses of 
London and Paris: 

At this moment some of the 
Meyerfeld money is going into a 
Rue 
Mogador. It seems a funny time to 
build theaters in France, but the 
fact remains that after paying one- 
third of its earnings to the British 


Paris houses, made more money last 
year than im any one year of its 
history. Shakespeare has the line, 
“shaking wild laughter in the 
throats of death.” 

When Mr. Meyerfeld gets his 
check from Europe, minus a third’ 
for the war over there, he has to 
pay another war tax to this country 
on what is left, and the war tax over 
here is about the same as over there. 

This must not be construed as a 
plea for sympathy, for Mr. Meyer- 
feld and his associates neither need 
nor want it. They are making 
money out of their business tn 
spite of the fact that they spend for- 
tunes in it. The Meyerfeld idea of 
an investment is putting something 
in if you, expect td take anything 
out. He never expects meat from 
dry bones nor a harvest from un- 
tilled soil. 

He and his people have just fin- 
ished fine houses in Kansas City and 
St. Louis, and are now  »building 
others in Chicago and New Orleans. 
They had to get special permission 
from the government for steel for 
the Chicago house. They had 
enough steel on hand for the . 
Louis theater, and hope to get 
enough for New Orleans. 

Mr. Meyerfeld believes that the 
modern idea in theater building — 
the wide and shallow house. 
Chicago house will seat 3000 * 
yet it has only twenty-seven rows. 
It is 165 feet wide and 160 feet in 
depth. Our house in Los Angeles 
seats more than 2000 and has very 
little depth, but the result is that the 
whole audience seems to swim’ right 
before the eyes of the actors, so 
that they speak as to one man. 

Spending big money for big acts 
is another Meyerfeld idea that looks 
like bad business and ends in good 
business. Of course, when he sends 
us thirty-seven people.in one com- 
pany for a single thirty-five-minute 
act, as he did last week, there is no 
money in it, but it keeps the pro- 
gramme bulging with the big thing, 
brings new people to the theater 
whe will get the habit, and makes 
the old customers to

History 
seems to teach that nothing con- 
tributes more to social stability and 
satisfaction than widely distributed 
land ownership and land occupancy. 
(4.) The Problem of Transpor- 
tation. In order to punish offenses 
long since committed and to pre- 
vent their repetition, the people of 
the United States have for thirty 
years encouraged and given wide 
support tb a governmental policy to- 
ward the railways which has now 
had its logical and its necessary 
result. Whatever could be said in 
support of the legislation of 1887, 
of 1890, and of 1906 when it was en- 
acted, it is plain that the interest of 
the public, including both shippers 
and consumers, requires something 
different now.

credit been so seriously impaired by 
public action. Under the war pow- 
ers of the President, much of the 
restrictive and harmful legislation 
relating to railways has been swept 
aside, at least temporarily. Let us 
hope that it will never again be al- 
lewed to work public injury. 

Transportation within a State and 
throughout the United States has be- 
come so single a problem that the 
continued attempt to apply several 
sets of laws, State and Federal, to 
its regulation can only preduce con- 
flict of authority, embarrassment in 
railway operation and inconven- 
lence and cost to the public. The 
entire transportation system of the 
country has, by force of events, be- 
come national. The time has come 
when it should be put under exclu- 
sive Federal supervision and control 
and when its problems should be 
dealt with not in a spirit of antago- 
nism and repression, but in one of 
constructive and sympathetic help- 
fulness toward what have been truly 
described as the arteries of the na- 


tion's economic life. 

National ownership and national 
operation of the railway „ as 
have been proposed, revolu- 
tionize our gov to its grave 
disadvantage and o urn the basis 
on which our economic and business 
life rests. Such policies would soon 
reduce our railways to the level of 
those on the continent of Europe, 
and would constitute a policy not “a 

but of reaction. 

Some of the largest human experi- 
ence and some of the best human 
skill in the United States are to be 
found in the service of the great 
transportation systems. They should 
be fostered and developed by na- 
tional co-operation and national 
oversight as one of the very greatest 
of the country's assets in peace and 
in war alike. ..

(6.) The Cabinet and the Con-

Such an act should farther pro- 
vide that the members of the Cabinet

Had such a provision been in force

House of Representatives. 

SHOULD BE ADOPTED. 

This is not a new question, or one 
unsupported by high authority; but 
unfortunately it had never been 
to a successful issue. The 
classic document on the subject is 
the report of a select committee sub- 
mitted to the Senate of the United 
States on February 4, 1881. That 
report accompanied and discussed a 
bill containing the provisions just

Nothing would appear to stand in 
the way of this most desirable ad- 
vance except our national political 
inertia, which always serves as 4 
powerful obstacle to proposed po- 
litical reforms. At the present mo- 
ment, when the nation is making an 
unprecedented effort and when Con- 
gress is providing for loans and for 
taxes that are colossal in amount, 
and when new problems of far- 
reaching importance are constantly 
arising, it would be an inestimable 
public advantage were such a rela- 
tion between the heads of the execu- 
tive departments and the two Houses 
of Congress already established and 
in force. 

A BUDGET SYSTEM. 


(7.) A National Budget. If there 
is to be better and closer co- 
operation between the executive and 
the legislative departments of the 
government, and if that co-operation 
is to result in the largest practicable 
public benefit, there sheuld be no 
further. delay in agreeing upon a 
national budget system. The argu- 


ments for a budget have been pre- 


sented many times and they are as 
convincing as they are familiar. 

In our form of government the 
Congress is made responsible for de- 
termining what rork the govern- 
ment shall undertkke, what form of 
executive organization shall be es 
tablished to carry on this work, and 
what amount of public funds shall 
be provided in general and in detail

l be raised. Since no money 
may be drawn from the treasury but 
in consequence of appropriations 
made by law, a proper budget be- 
comes the instrument of legislative 
a over the public administra- 
tion. 

It is for Co to determine 


What shall and what shall not be 


done, what shall and what shall not 
be undertaken. All experience proves 
that if what is to be doné is decided 
in haphazard and desultory fashion, 
or in response to the unco-ordinated 
recommendations of a hundred dif- 
ferent administrative officers, there 
will be waste, duplication of effort, 
and ineffectiveness. 

To escape these and to enable the 
Congress and the country to hold the 
President and his administration di- 
rectly and fairly accountable for 
public policies, alike of omission and 
of commission, the President should 
himself be called upon to present 
each year to the House of Represen- 
tatives a definite and well-analyzed 
estimate of those pro expendi- 
tures which the ministration 
wishes to support and to make its 
own, 

MAKES FOR PUBLICITY. 

It should be within the power of 
the Congress to reduce or to strike 
out any of the items of this proposed 
expenditure, but the Congress should 


voluntarily relinquish or hold in 


abeyance-——as it might readily do by 
a joint rule—-its constitutional wer 
to increase or to add to these items. 
Moreover, the President should ex- 
Plicitly recommend the ways in 
which the moneys necessary to meet 
the proposed appropriations are to 
be raised. If the Congress accepts 
these recommendations, it makes the 
policy of the administration its own; 
if it departs from them, then the 
Congress publicly and of record as- 
sumes the responsibility. This makes 
for publicity of action and for re- 
sponsible democratic government. 
(8.) National Unity. As the re- 
sult of nearly a century and a halt 
of development and of a Civil War 
which absorbed the entire energies 
of the people through four long 
years, the governmental and the 
geographic unity of the United 
States are secure. It is not by any 
means so clear that there is a corre- 
sponding unity of spirit, of purpose 
and of ideals among the American 
people themselves. Those differ- 
ences among men which separate 
them into politica: parties, having 
different policies but a common 
point of departure and a common 
goal, are merely incidental and 
strengthen rather than weaken na- 
tional unity. If on the other hand 
there are within the nation forces 
and tendencies making for conflicts 
and antagonisms as to the funda- 
mental purposes for which the na- 
tion and its government exist, then 
there is something to be done and 
that right away. 

The war has brought clearly to 
view the fact that national unity is 
endangered, not only by illiteracy, 
which fact has long been recognized, 
but by diversity of language with its 
resulting lack of complete under- 
standing and co-operation. . 

No country can have a homogen- 
ous or a safe basis for its public 
opinion and its institutions unless 


TO TEACH IMMIGRANTS. 


No time should be lost in making 
adequate provision to teach English 
to those adult immigrants who are 
beyond the reach of the elementary 
school and yet have cast in their lot 
with the people of the United States. 
A knowledge of the English lan- 
guage, and evidence of some real 
understanding of the history and 
meaning of our institutions, should 
be required before the privilege of 
suffrage is conferred upon one who 
has grown up in another civilization 
than ours and under another flag 
than the Stars and Stripes. 

Public safety is the supreme law, 
and public safety requires that the 
safeguarding and the improvement 
of our institutions be not committ 


nity to gain knowledge of them or to 
gain sympathy with them.

should be a class struggle between 


to those who have had no opportu- 


ys. 
The notion of fixed economic 


classes that are at war with each 
other is in flat contradiction to the 
principles and ideals of democracy. 


The doctrine of a class conflict 


was made in Germany, and it repre- 


sents a notion of social and political 


organization wholly at variance with 


the printiples and conditions of our 
American life. In this country we 


have no fixed economic classes and 


we desire none. The handworker 
for wages of today is the employer 


of tomorrow, and the door of op- 


portunity is so wide open that he 
who begins in industrial, commer- 


cial, or financial service at the bot- 
tom of the ladder may by compe- 


tence and character speedily climb 


to its very top. 
PULLING MEN DOWN. 


Those who teach the justice and 
the necessity of a class struggle are 


not believers in democracy. They 
do not wish to lift all men up; they 
are bent upon pulling some men 


down. Their ‘programme is one of 


destruction not construction, of re- 


action not progress. They do not 
believe in the equality of men before’ 


the law and in the equality of oppor- 
tunity for all men and all women; 
they believe in a cruel, relentless, 
exploiting class. 

In other words, they believe in 
privilege and not in free govern- 
ment. Class consciousness and 
democracy are mutually exclusive. 


Its logical and necessary result 


would be to tear up the Declaration 
of Independence, to destroy the Con- 


stitution of the United States, and to 


put in their stead a Charter of Bed- 
lam under whose provisions might, 
and might alone, would make right. 
Every movement and every effort to 
this end should be challenged per- 
emptorily in the name of the Ameri- 
can people, their traditions, and 
their ideals. It is as vitally impor- 


tant to oppose autocracy in this 


form as when it comes clad in im- 
perial robes and accompanied with 
all the instruments of militarism. 
No scheme of government and no 
social order can abolish every hu- 
man ill. Certain of these ille are 
hardships which accompany human 
life; they are part of the order of 
nature and for them we cannot 
blame our fellow-men. All that we 
can hope to do is to alleviate them 
and to do what ies in our power to 
surmount them. There are certain 
other human ills that arise directly 


from the imperfections or errors of 


our civil and economic institutions. 
These ills we must labor to remove 
by the remedy of those imperfec- 


tions and by the correction of those’ 


errors. 


The Spad a Famous Machine. 


hne most successful fighting air- 
Plane in the world today is with- 
out question. the Spad. It was, of 
course, the mount of the late Capt, 
Guynemer, who, it will be remer- 
bered, accounted for fifty-thavee ma- 
chines before being shot down last 
September just behind the German 


front line. The most proficient 


pilots in the Lafayette Escadrille al- 


so use this machine. 


The history of the Spad is cu- 
rious. It owes its erigin to Armand 
Deperdussin, a former silk mer- 
chant of Lyons, who amassed a 
large fortune by a series of swind- 
ling operations. In 1910 he pro- 
ceeded to sink most of his gains in- 
to aviation, establishing a huge fly- 
ing field and faetory near Reims 
and engaging a brilliant young en- 
gineer named Bechereau. The re- 
sult was that the Deperdussin mono- 
Planes acquired an international 
fame, winning the Gordon Bennett 
cup at Chicago, in 1912 and at 
Reims in 1913— the latter event at 
the rate of 124.5 miles an hour. This 
speed was made possible largely by 
the monocoque construction of the 
fuselage, greatly superior te the rec- 
tangular body section then in vogue 


on other machines. 


After the arrest of Deperdussin 
some time before the war the di- 
rectors of the firm retained Bech- 
ereau as designer and changed the 
name to Spad (Societe pour Aijir- 
planes Deperdussin.) This was 
again changed quite recently to ‘‘So- 
eclete pour Aviation et ses Derives,” 
keeping the same initials as 3 oe

ORDERED ECONOMIES LIMIT 
HIGH SALARIED JOBS

WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—Steps 
to curtail intra-state passes, restrict 
new high salaried positions and 
Umit ovérhead expense in railway 
financing were taken today by the 
Railroad Administration. 

The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission ordered roads to report 
fully by March 25 detailed infor- 
mation concerning their practices in 
issuing intra-state passes. 

They were required also to report 
the States in which it ts legal to 
give passes in exchange for newspa- 
per and magazine advertising. 

Railroad Administration officials 
said this condition probably would 
result in issuance of speaific orders 
limiting issuance of passes, supple- 
menting the director-general’s re- 
cent order imposing Federal inter- 
state restrictions relating to passes 
on intra-state traffic. 

The director-general wrote to 
prosidents of railroads asking them 
to report to the Interstate Com- 
merece Commission on the ttems of 
expense involved in maintaining 
New York offices for administering 
their individual financia) affairs. It 
was explained this probably would 
be followed by action requiring rail- 
roads either to discontinue these of- 
fices, regarded as largely unneces- 
sary under government manege- 
ment and financing or to pay the 
expenses out of the government 
guarantee fund. 

In a general order, Mr. McAdoo 
forbade railway companies from 
creating new offices or filling va- 
ecancies except when absolutely 
necessary and advised consultation 
with the director-general in cases of 
doubt. Monthly reports were re- 
quired on increases of salaries to 
men, and it was specified that va- 
cancies in offices above the grade of 
general manager could be filled only 
with the director-general’s approval. 
These orders referred to officers 
whose salaries are charged to oper- 
ating expenses and Includes most of 
the highly paid men.

LONDON, Feb. 23.—The inter- 
Allied labor conference, which ended 


ite sessions here today, has accepted 


the war aims programme as enunci- 
ated by British labor last December 
28, and the next step probably will 
be the calling of an international 
conference at an early date, includ- 
ing both labor and Socialism. 

At a luncheon given today in hon- 
or of the foreign delegates to the 
conference, Arthur Henderson, 
former member of the War Cabinet 
and leader of the Labor party, de- 
scrided these aims as meaning the 
establishment of a league of nations, 
involving international! sco-operation 
for disarmament and the preven- 
tion of warfare in the future, the 
restoration of Belgium, Serbia, 
Rumania and Montenegro, and only 
territorial changes in the future 
based on justice and right. 

Mr. Henderson declared that the 
peace aimed at was of the peoples 
and that the peoples must stand be- 
hind it, and he added that labor was 
prepared to go on with the war un- 
til all the conditions insisted upon 
for a permanent peace were met.

The programme as adopted cor- 
responds in general to the declara- 
tions of President Wilson and Pre- 
mier Lloyd George.

NO PACIFISTS. 


The general tone of the confer- 
ence was in no way pacifist or pro- 
German and discussions re- 
vealed a sincere resolve among 
widely separated factions to reach 
unity. 

The programme which finally re- 
sulted was passed unanimously. 

The French delegate, Albert 
Thomas, the former Minister of 
Munitions, declared: 

“The war alms as outlined are the 
absolute minimum which we will ac- 
cept, and if anybody tries to foist 
on us a peace not embodying these 
terms, it will mean a revolution 
which will not halt until justice has 
been secured, if that takes fifteen 


Mr. Henderson declared that the 
programme could be regarded as 
the minimum demands of the labor- 
ing classes of all the Allied coun- 
tries. 

INDORSE BRITISH AIMS. 


Speaking at the luncheon, Arthur 
Henderson announced that as @ re- 
sult of preliminary conferences at 
London, the decision reached by 
Paris and at the present conference 
British labor last December 28, re- 
garding peace had, in substance, 
been accepted by Allied labor and 
Socialism. 

“These proposals,” sald Mr. Hen- 
derson, “in short, stand for the 
establishment of a league of nations 
on a firm basis, provided that all 
the peoples of all the countries as- 
sociated with such a league insist 
upon international co-operation for 
disarmamem and for the prevention 
of future warfare. By adopting these 
views the conference has declared 
for the absolute freedom and in- 
tegrity of Belgium, Serbia, Rumania 
and Montenegro and that every ter-

Captain of Detectives George 
Home and Deputy Sheriff Harry 
Wright, who handled some of the 
cases against Keyes, to doubt that he 
had had any hand in. the crime. 

The Venturé case, according to the 
officers there, has been solved and 
the man responsible for the mur- 
der convicted. There ig a possi ility. 
the officers say, that Kéyes may have 
committed the Poltera murder, it 
being marked by unusual brutality. 
So far as the d case is concerned.

reported willingness to acknéwledge 
intent to kill. According to the 
Sheriff's office, Keyes was arrested 
on that charge and claimed Dodd's 
death was due to an accident.

The radish is the easiest vege- 


mally thfee pairs of legs, and usual- 
ly one or two pairs of wings. Among 
injurious forms of true iasects are 
beetles, butterflies, moths, sawflies, 
ants, files, grasshoppers, plant-buga, 
thrips and plant lice. 

Insects are classified into (1) 
chewing or biting forms which 


devour leaves and other portions. of 
plants; and (2) sucking forms, which 


injure and destroy plants by drain- 


cultivated plants. Plant lice, red 
spiders, and other insects invade the 
garden from neighboring weed 
borders. Cabbage pests live on wild 
mustard, shepherd's-purse, and re- 
lated weeds. Just as soon as any. 
crop is gathered, spade up ‘the 
ground, bury the old remains deeply 
and plant something else. Except 
in the extreme north, rye or oats 
can be sown to give winter cover. 
Farmers have found that by rotat-

Beans are easily injured by frost, 
but by selecting such hardy vVa- 
rieties as English Broad Beans, 
Canadian Wonder, or Long Yellow, 
the planter may feel reasonably safe. 
However, it is best to limit the first 
Planting of beans, to a few rows, | 
followed at intervals of ten days by 
additional plantings. Fer later plant- 
ing, monstrous bush Umag and some 
variety of pole beans should be in- 
cluded.

Gardeners should learn to know 
the insects which are useful in de- 
stroying injurious insects. Promin- 
ent among these is the convergent 
ladybird. It destroys’ not only all 
forms of garden plant lice, but the 
eggs of various insects. Other bene- 
ficial insects are wasps, ichneumon 
and chalois files (minute Wasp-like 
insects) ground bettles, soldier bugs, 
syrphus files, tachina flies, and lace- 
wing flies. Were it not for the 
natural enemies of cabbage worms, 
army worms and similar pests, all

The methods used in the different 
counties of California in treating 
grape stock for phylloxera and the |

degree of uniformity as the result of 
a report by R. L. Nougaret on the 
Hot Water Method of Grape Phyl- 
loxera Disinfection.” Mr.

Care should be taken in regard to 
the cleanness of the roots, and the 
initial temperature of the vines. 
Lumps of earth adhering to the 
roots may give protection to the in- 
sect. A low temperature the 
Vines may seriously affect the tem- 
perature of the disinfecting bath.

WINTER vegetable of impor-| 

tance in California is aspara- 

gus, which grows during the 
rainy season, and produces a rapid 
succession of cuttings during the 
Spring, or until the heat of summer 
causes the plants to cease putting 
forth the tender, succulent shoots, 
so much prized by epicures the world 
over. Asparagus is wonderfully re- 
sistant of frost, the roots being well 
protected and naturally hardy when 
once thoroughly established. 


From seed to table three years“ 


are required to produce asparagus. 
After that the same plants wiil pro- 
some over half a 
century old being recorded in Eng- 
land. It is because of its perma- 
nency and of the comparatively lit- 
tle care required after the first two

Farmers travel distances today 
that would not have been considered 
practicable under the old regime of 
the horse and wagon. Auction sales 
of cattle and sheep are attended by 
farmers from -twenty and 
miles away. A few hours are con- 
sumed in getting from one side of 
the county to the other. 

The farmers of California are 
blessed with good roads. The ad- 
vantages of good roads to the farm- 
er are incalculable. Because of good 
roads the farmer is able to save 
time in getting to and from mar- 
kets. He is able to haul heavier 
loads. 

There are upwards of 62,000 miles 
of rural improved highways in the 
State outside of city limits proper. 
Of this mileage nearly 14,000 miles 
are surfaced. Los Angeles, Fresno, 
San Diego and Tulare counties have 
over one-fourth of the total mileage 
and about one-fifth of the surfaced 
mileage, with Log Angeles county 
far ahead of all others. The great 
growth in motor-powered 
in this section has made all this 
possible. 

POWER ECONOMY. 

The tractor industry is steadily 
increasing. A number of tractors 
have been built which cost little 
more than a good team of horses. 
These are giving good satisfaction.. 
Experience in the building and use 
of farm tractors is bringing out 
their adaptability and oficiency in 
most farm operations. 

Modern gas tractors of ten-horse 
power have become „ general 
favorite as an auxiliary to the team 
work of the farm. Tractors of small 
size are now coming to be widely 
used in the orchards of Southern 
California. These move steadily 
along hour after hour drawing 
plows or cultivators through the 
rows of trees. 

When it comes to saving time and 
expenses, the tractor and auto- 
truck have more than demonstrated 
their value on the farm. Both have 
proved their superior worth. in com- 
petition with horse teams. Some 
farmers are wedded to the old horse 
team because the old team is easy 
to handle. But this is only a n- 
tion of the individual farmer in- 
duced by his long use of the horse. 

The distribution wf the tractor 
throughout the farming sections of 
the United States the past year wos 
double that of the year previous 
and it is estimated by conservative 
manufacturers that the output for 
this year will nearly double the out- 
put for last season. The same can 
be «ald of the auto-truck, which is 
getting the same hold as the auto- 
mobile. 

The enormous value of the feed 
consumed yearly by the horse and 
mule teams of this country is doom- 
ing this form of motive-power. The 
demand that the farms produce 
more, and the high prices paid for 
all farm produce, are now proving 
to be great factors in putting the 
tractor and auto-truck to the front.

PEANUT GROWING 
IN THIS STATE. 


BY LILLIAN C. 


A valuable food crop that 
well be vastly increased in Calife 
is the peanut, which is one of\the 
most nutritious of nuts. 
belongs to the family of legumes, 
of which the bean and ihe pea ave 
other distinguished members. It is 
easily grown in this State, produces 
form fifty to eighty bushels per 
acre, always finds a ready market at 
paying prices, and is of distinct ad- 
vantage to the soil because, like all 
legumes, its roots bear numerous 
tubercles through which the plant 
draws its nitrogen from the air. 

Though the seeds or nuts are 
born underground, they develop from 
the blossome, the pistils of which 
grow into the ground after they 
are fertilized. It is the lower tip 
of the in-grown pistiléthat enlarges 
into the pod or shell containing the 
peas or nuts, as they are called. 

This method of growth indicates 
the culture needed. The soil, pre- 
ferably one that is light and sandy, 
should be well worked and free from 
clods and roots in order that the 
flower stalk may easily embed it- 
self in it. When planted, the soil 
should be moist and irrigations 
should be frequent enough to keep 
it In good condition, without being 
too damp. A cultivation after each 
irrigatiow’ is necessary to prevent 
baking of the soil and to keep down 
the weeds. From three to five e- 
rigations are“ usually required to 
mature a crop. - 

Peanuts are shelled before plant- 
ing and are dropped by hand or 
drilied in rows two and a half or 
three feet apaft, with about six 
inches between seeds. They as 
Planted two inches deep Half a 
bushel of hulled peanuts are re- 
quired to plant an acre.

If the Gusting process would con- 
trol walnut blight, which is a bae- 
‘terial diseage, it might be a pretty 
good thing for the walnut grower, 
and it is certainly worth investigat- 
‘ing.

One is fairly 
safe In doing the work either in the 
morning or the evening. because the 
oir is nearly always still then, and 
the dust can be applied to a rew of 
trees about as fast as a team can be 
driven down the middle. Some 
growers contend that it is not neces- 


,; Sary to dust both sides of a row of 


trees, because the air is filled with 
particles of dust as the outfit treats 
one side, but it is nevertheless good 
policy to give the trees a thorough 
dosing. 

The modern duster enables the 
operator to throw a cloud ef dust 
clear over the highest fruit trees. or 
to confine the range of activity to 
low bushes, potato vines or other 
garden plants. One thing noticeable 
is that men inexperienced in the 
work generally fail to treat the low- 
er limbs of trees sufficiently. 

Various Kinds of materials are 
used for dusting—-tobaceo, kaolin, 
sulphur and “arsenate of lead—but 


none of them are especially harmful 


to the worker. Sometimes the sul- 
phur will irritate the eyeballs, but 
that cin be easily remedied by 
washing the eyes with milk. 

The experiment station men in 
California have Mot had enomgh ex- 


‘perience in dusting to be fure of 


their ground as yet, but some idea 
of its effectiveness can be gained 
from the following extract taken 
from en address delivered before 
the State Horticultural Society of 
Oregon, at Hood River, in 1916. by 
F. A. Frazier of Oakland, who has 
had vears of experience in dusting: 

“With the success in the use of 
finely powdered sulphur against ap- 
ple scab came the use of combina- 
tions with powdered arsenate of lead 
for the control of codling moth, and 
the record is that poison applied in 
this way has given better results at 


| far less cost than similar work done 


with &quid sprays. Combination of 
sulphur with arsenate of lead in the 
proportion of 85 per cent. sulphur 
and 15 per cent. arsenate of lead has 
met with favor. The use of finely 
powdered tobacco dust containing 
considerable nicotine, which sup- 
plies the requirement that has been 
met by nicotine sulphate, is effective 
for the control of aphis and other 


insects. It is an all-around combi- 
nation for a dust- form summer 
spray. 


“I am not recommending the dust 
as a cure-all, nor as a proposition 
which obviates the necessity of in- 
telligent use or thorough applica- | 
tion. There are essentials in the use 
of dust even as in the use of liquid 
sprays, but two advantages in favor 
of dusting stand out prominently. 
One is quickness of application, for 
one can do as much with dust in one 
day as he can do with liquid in six 
days, and at the same time one can 
apply dust at periods when, on ac- 
count of Wet ground, it. would be 
impossible to use a liquid spraying 
ournt. This very often means the 
salvation of the crop.”

3 SOME HINTS ON 
WALNUT PLANTING.

It takes an English walnut tree 
five to eight ye come into bear- 
ing. Many growers contend that it is 


best to set out walnut nursery stock 
that is three years old. Forty feet 
apart each way is a goo 
of setting a young grove of trees. 
This gives twenty-seven trees to the 
acre. The holes should be about 
two and one-half feet cross and 
three feet deep. Before amy planting 
is done the ground should be plowed 
deep and gone over with pulverizer. 
If the ground is not moist put about 
twenty gallons of water in each tree 
hole and press the dirt firmly around 
the roots. Any gvod rich loam which 
is free from hardpan is suitable for 
walnut growing, providing the dis-

There are countless varieties of 
walnuts, and each locality seems to 
have some favored type of tree, be- 
Cause of resistance to parasites, heat, 
cold or drouth.

The method of rolling them in 
sacks to remove tight shucks is bad, 
because the hulls stain the shells 
badiy, and it costs much more to 
bleach the nuts. Even then their ap- 
pearance is so bad that they can- 
not be graded as high as would oth- 
erwise be the case.

In section ten of the traffic ordinance the law plainly says that a person proposing to 
turn, stop or change the course of any vehicle on any street or before turning the vehicle 
When starting (as turning out from the curb,) shall first look to see if there is sufficient space 

for such a movement to be made in safety and shall then give a plainly visible or audible 


signal to those behind him of his purpose to make such a movement.

as have the essential commodities, 
have.been compiled by the National 
Automodile Chamber of Commerce, 
According to the Chambers statis- 
tics, the av wholesale price of 
the -1916 car was $640. In 1917 
it was $660. This is an increase of 
3.1 per cent. On the other hand, 
Bradstreet’s Commodities Index rose 
from 313.66, in 1916, to $17.81, in 
1917, an, igcrease of 30.5 per cent. 

“These figures show evidence of 
the success of automobile makers in 
keeping down their costs in the face 
of rising priees on every hand,” says 
Mr. McVey. “Comparison of these 
figures with automobile prices of 
today is somewhat unfair to the mo- 
tor car for the reason that there 
ean be included in the automobile 
figures no valuation of the increased 
worth of the modern car. The com- 
modities of the index remain in 
practically Unchanged quality from 
year to yeat, while the motor ve- 
hicle, being wholly a manufactured 
product, is susceptible to continued 
improvement, It will surprise many 
to learn that the price of cars has 
not kept apace with the increase in 
tood costs.”

OLDFIELD. 


Barney Oldfield Gives Some Advice 
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ONSIDER your spark- plug. Mr. 
Motorist! 

Spark-plugs seem unimpor- 
tant to the uninitiated. Most any sort 
will do, is the idea of the average 
owner——at least the “first-year” 
owner. The same man thinks he is 
saving when he buys “seconds” and 
{ “inspection-barred” tires. He takes 
a Chance with his life by using tires 
not up to the standard. You take a 
chance with your motor in poor 
plugs. in both tire and plug in- 
stances, the first cost saving is lost 
by short life of the product. 

With every motorist “the best is 
just good enough —or it should ie 
o in the matter of plugs and tires. 
The best plugs are not always sure 
these days, but the saving in buying 
the best is sufficiently large to jus- 
tify my advice to get the true and 
tried plugs—always. 

Many plugs are on the market. 
The owner should see that his car is 
equipped with a set of the best. By 
best I do not mean any particular 
plug; but I mean any plug which 
has been proven in the caldron of 
experience—a plug about which 
owners say little but words of praise 
— plug which has shown its worth 
so strongly that manufacturers using 
the best equip their cars with it. 
DEGEIVING. 


Spark-piug troubles are most de- 
ceiving. Many owners have worried 
for, weeks over poor ignition — poor 
engine performance—only to find 
after a long investigation that a pow 
plug was causing the disturbance. 
Plugs are so deceptive that good me- 
chanics sometimes t down e 
sines and ignition systems search- 
ing for troubles’ which really lie in 
the spark-producer. 
In racing hundreds of dollars have 
‘een lost because of spark-plugs 
going bad. And this, after racing 
Grivers had experimented with all 
kinds of plugs, and had probably 
paid fancy rices for those very 
ones which lost tthe race. It used 
to be an old story with drivers 
to say they lost such ahd such a 
number of minutes changing plugs. 
Even the star drivers had their 
troubles. They have them yet, too. 
Enough spark-plugs are built 
every year to equip many times 
over the cars of the entire world. 
Yet some people imagine a plug will 
last a lifetime. 
All of which leads me to repeat: 
Buy the best plug vou can learn 
about. If you have had no experi- 
ence ask your owner friends who 
are careful in keeping track of such 
things. Ask many. Then form your 
own conclusions. And when you 
have secured the best, give them at- 
tention. Look them over every few 
days. Maybe they will be ail right. 
Don't take chances, though. 
KEEP EYE OUT. 
Don't wait until your engine be- 
gins to perform poorly. Keep an eye 
on the plugs right along. Not only 
examine them with the eye, but 
now and then test them for the ef- 
fectiveness of the spark. This’ may 
be done by disconnecting the ignition | 
wires of all but the ones being 
tested. If the explosion is not good 
make a close inspection of the plug. 
see your plugs are always 
clean! 


This is vitally important, espe- 
cCialy when your engine is running 
slowly and when you want a quick 
pick-up—a performance with pep. 
do hot 


Be sure your plugs leak 
electricity! . 
Here is one of the mysterious 


troubles with which plugs are at- 
fiicted. Frequently, plugs look per- 
fectly good, yet are so saturated 
vith carbon that the insulator 
changes ferm and electric leakage is 
so great the spark will net ignite 
the gas. This condition Is difficult to 
determine, yet by testing each plug 
sufficiently. it may be located. The 
only remedy is a new plug. 

Many owners write me of their 
troubles, blaming carburetors, car- 
bon, valves and all kinds of things 
for bad performances. Frequently 


they try all the remedies for such 


troubles only to have the poor per- 
formance of the car continue. And 


is the fault. The plug has simp! 
ceased to 3 us function, 
namely, to defiver a good hot spark 
sufficient to 
eo is due to porous insula- 
tion. 

Of course, no plug will work well 
when dirty and heavily coated with 
oil and carbon. The latter is really 
more dangerous than many believe 
possible, inasmuch as the porosity 
of the materia! in plugs permits the 
carbon to be absorbed until the plug 
is so Saturated as to cause the big 
leakage referred to. 

CLEANING. 

Plugs should be cleaned by wash- 
ing in gasoline and carefuly scrap- 
ing off all bits of carbon deposits 
with a knife. They should be thor- 
oughly swabbed out with cotton or 
cloth and dried before being re- 
placed, No soot deposit of any kind 
should be permiited. When a plug 
goes bad and fails to deliver suffi- 
cient spark for a “full-of-pep” ex- 
plosion, it is no good, and will 
soon cost more than a new one, in 
requiring more gas and generally 
causing ther troubles which multi- 
Ply from any given fauk which is 
not repaired. 

If your engine 
lacks power and “pick-up” examine 
your plugs thoroughly before look- 
ing elsewhere for the cause. It may 
be carbon making the trouble, or 
many other faults, but it is just as 
likely plugs. Especialy is this true 
if your engine is given to leaking oil 
around the cylinders, or if you have 
recently had the carbon removed. 

With your battery always properly 
charged and your wires properly 
connected; switches working cor- 
rectly: poor ignition can be traced 
to plugs in ninety-nine cases out of 
a hundred. And in looking at our 
plugs don't be fooled by appearances 
if your trouble is persistent. Test 
them thoroughly. Dont wait until 
things get bad to look over your 
plugs At the first sign of loss t 
power—especially when using a lean 
mixture, driving slow or trying for 
a quick pick-up, get busy with the 
plug examination. 

PET IT. 

The spark plug has only one thing 
to do—deliver a strong spark. But 
it must be petted if you want it to 
do that all the time. This, though 


without giving much attention to 
their plugs. The one duty assigned 
the plug ia as important as the feed- 
ing of gas for proper performance 
of the motor. 
Just one other tip today—alwavys 
have one or two extra plugs in your 
car—no matter whether it is new 
or old. You can never tell when a 


plug will go bad, and nothing 1 
more aggrayating than limping 
along with one cylinder not being 


fired at all. It is wastefal, and calcu- 
lated to drive an owner to distrac- 


tion.

“Most people do not know that the 
slower a wheel revolves the more 
traction it has. Nine owners out of 
ten, When stuck in the mud, will put 
their cars in low gear and then zace 
their motors for dear life: shorten- 
ing the life of both tire and motor. 
When this fails, they use second 
speed. With the wheels going at 
such a pace it is impossible for the 
wheels to get any traction, even if 
straw or twigs are placed beneath 
them. 

THE EFFECT. 

“The effect is usually to dig a 
deep hole, into which the wheel 
sinks, thereby only increasing the 
i difficulty. Why some owners in this 
predicament will contirfue the silly 
racing of motors, now backing and 
now trying to go forward, some one 
less techwfical and more philosophi- 
[cal will have to explain. 
| “However, if motorists will take 
the tip, they can avoid the terrors 
of a self-dug grave by keeping this 
the slower a wheel 
turns, the more traction it has. 

“Now, assuming one to be in 
place with no traction: clear away 


impediments, and lay straw, twigs, 
or similar material—the English al- 
Ways carry a strip of chicken wire 
for awkward situations—in front of 
the wheel which is doing the slip- 
ping, and put the car in lou gear, 
only speeding your motor sufficient- 
ly to take the clutch without stall- 
ing. Then cautiously slow down the 
engine until either one of two things 
happens, viz.: the car moves or the 
engine stalls. 
IF ENGINE STALLS. 

“If the engine stalis, start ft, 
again and begin all over. If the car 
starts, repress the impulse to step 
on the accelerator, and keep the en- 
gine turning slowly. If the engine 
stalls when you are half way out of 
the hole. be ready with your brake: 
put your hand brake on enough to 
hold the car from slipping back, if 
possible, or better yet have some- 
one behind with a Block or brick to 
| block the wheel against slipping 
back. 

“If the brake is used to hold the 
ear. which will be the case if all 
alone, do not release it before en- 


gaging the clutch when you try 
again. The engine has power 
enough to turn the wheel slowly, 


even ff the brake is on. As soon as 
it has taken hold, release the brake. 

“Repetition of this process will 
get a man out of a bog, if anything 
on earth will.” 


EFFICIENT TEST OF 
GASOLINE PURITY. 


The motorist who wants to test 
his gasoline for purity may find the 
following suggestion useful. Put 
a little concentrated sulphuric acid. 
Shake the bottle well at intervals 
for three or four hours. The acid 
will form a distinct layer of strat- 
um, drawing into itself all the im- 
purities in the fuel, so that the de- 
gree of discoloration found in the 
acid will be a measure of the purity 
of the gasoline. A useful test to de- 
termine whether gasoline has cor- 
rosive properties is to drop in the. 
fluid a bit of copper. If the copper 
turns biue or green the assumption

These figures give you some idea of the 
force with which these mighty bodies of 
steel are sent out from our great ships of 
war. The muzzle energy is more than 70, 
000 foot tons; n 


to raise a weight of 70,000 tons to a height 
of one foot. It will carry the shalt a dis- 
tance of more than twelve miles at one 


shot, and it will make them go 49.

veyized, steel. 

The projectiles used by the navy are dif- 
ferent from those of the army.

He taucht that a 
prince who would retain his power must 
make use of the same weapons as other 
princes of his time, He advocated clean fight- 
ing but advised the prince who destred to 
retain his principality not to hesitate to hit 
helow the belt and im the clinches when 
fighting those who themselves made use 
unfair tactics. It is the modern develop- 
ment of this principle which leads the Allies 
te use gas and liquid fire in the Flanders 
campaigns against the Germans. Machia- 
velli averred that the domains of a prince. 
who was not a firm believer in the gospel . 
of expediency were in constant peril. 


Prof. Vnlart. a noted Italian historian and 


patriot, observes in his history of Machia- 
vellt and his times that: “Machiavelli had a 
kindly nature and cannot be charged with 
@ single bad action.”
